September, 1963, 

7, The Committee do not consider any amendment in the Bill to be 
necessary, 

8, The Committee recommend that the Bill as reported be passed*

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fourteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963*

water mark, and also things attached to the earth or permanent¬ 
ly fastened to anything attached to the earth; 

(l) "low-water mark”, in relation to a port, means a line 

drawn through the lowest points reached by ordinary spring- 
tides at any season of the year at that port; 3 

(m) “major port” has the same meaning as in the Indian 
Ports Act; 

(n) “master”, in relation to any vessel or any aircraft 
making use of any port, means any person having for, the time 
being the charge or control of' such vessel or such aircraft, as 35 
the ca.se may be, except a pilot, harbour master, Assistant 
harbour master, dock master or berthing master of the port; 


( 0 ) "owner”, (i) in relation to goods, includes any consignor, 
consignee, shipper or agent for the sale, custody, loading or un¬ 
loading of such goods; and (ii) in relation to any vessel or any 
aircraft making use of any port, includes any part-owner, 
charterer, consignee, or mortgagee in possession thereof, 
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(p) “pier” includes any stage, stairs- landing place, hardj 
jettyj floating barge or pontoon, and any bridges or other worka 
connected therewith; 

(q) “port" means aby major port to Which this Act applies

(za) “wharf” includes any wall or stage and any part of the 
land or foreshore that may be used for loading or unloading goods, s 
or.for the embarkation or disembarkation of passengers and any 
.wall enclosing or adjoining the same. 

CHAPTER II 

Board of trustees and committees thereof 

3. (7) With effect from such date as may be specified by notifica- 10 
tion in the Official Gazette, the Central Government shall cause to 
be constituted in respect of any major port a Board of Trustees to be 
called the Board of Trustees of that port, which shall consist of the 
following Trustees, namely: — 

(a) a Chairman to be appointed by the Central Government; r 5 

(b) a Deputy Chairman, if the Central Government deems 
fit to appoint one; 

(c) not more than ten persons to be appointed by the Central 
Government from amongst persons who are in its opinion capable 

of representing— 3° 

(i) labour employed in the port; 

(ii) the Mercantile Marine Department; 

(iii) the Customs Department; 

(iv) the Government of the State In which the port is 

situated; 25 

(i?) the Defence Services; 

(vi) the Indian Railways; and 

(UU) such other interests as, in the opinion of the 
Central Government, ought to be represented on the Board: 

Provided that before appointing any person under sub-clause 
(i), the Central Government shall obtain the opinion of the trade 
unions, If any, composed of persons employed in the port and 
registered under the Indian Trade Unions Act, 1926, and that the l6 of I9a6 
number of persons so appointed shall not be less than two; 

(d) not more than twelve persons to be elected by such 35 
State or local bodies representing commercial, shipjping or local 
Interests as the Central Government may, from time to time, by 
notification In the Official Gazette, specify, 
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(2) A Trustee appointed by the Central Government under this 
Act may be appointed by name or by virtue of office. 

(3) Every notification issued under clause (d) of sub-section (1) 
may also specify the number of Trustees that each of the bodies 

5 referred to in that clause may elect. 

(4) The election of Trustees under clause (d) of sub-section (1) 
shall be held within such period as may, from time to time, be speci¬ 
fied by the Central Government. 

(5) The chief executive authority of every electing body shall 
10 communicate forthwith to the Central Government the result of any 

election held in pursuance of sub-section (4 ). 

(6) The names of persons appointed or elected as Trustees shall 
be notified by the Central Government in the Official Gazette. 

4. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in section 3, the First Boatc 
1 5 Central Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, of Trustees, 
constitute in respect of any major port the first Board of Trustees 
thereof consisting of— 

(a) a Chairman to be appointed by the Central Government; 

( b ) a Deputy Chairman, if the Central Government deems fit

(c) such number of other Trustees, not exceeding twenty- 

two, as that Government may deem expedient, to be appointed 

by that Government from amongst persons who are in its opinion

Every Board constituted under this Act shall be a body corpo^ 
rate having perpetual succession and a common seal with power* 
subject to the provisions of this Act, to acquire, hold or dispose of 
property and may by the name by which it is constituted, sue or be ^ 

sued. 

6 . A person shall be disqualified for being chosen as a Trustee, If 
he— 


(a) has been convicted and sentenced to imprisonment for

(c) holds any office of profit under the Board: 

Provided that this disqualification shall not ^apply to the 

Chairman or Deputy Chairman; 

(d) has, directly or indirectly, any share or interest in any 
work done by order of the Board, or in any contract or employ¬ 
ment, with, by, or on behalf of the Board: 


Provided that no person shall be deemed to have a 
share or interest in such work, contract or employment by 
reason only of his—

contract with Or be employed by or on behalf of the Board, 
or 

(ii) having a share or interest in any newspaper in which ^ 
any advertisement relating to the affairs of the Board may 
be inserted, or

CHAPTER IV 
Property and contracts 

35 29. ( 1) As from the appointed day in relation to any port—
